GRAVE -SITUATION AT HOME. 
UGLY STRIKE INCIDENTS IN SCOTLAND. 


Debate in the House of Commons. 


( Reater's Service. ) 
: . London, April 5. 

While no further incidents in England or Wales have been 
reported, an ugly situation is developing in Scotland. Pipers headed 
bands of ininers at Leven and Benhar, near Shotts, 
that the furnaces be immediately extinguished. “ A police guard at 
Benhat was overpowered in a fight in which four policomen and 
several loyul employees were injured. The miners afterwards burned 
‘five hayricks, smashed machinery and loft twenty-five ponies to 
drown underground. . 

Amystsrious explosion occurred at Shettleston Colliery, near 
Glasgow, after the Manager and an overman dosvended to examine 
the machinery. The Manager was killed and the overman wravely 
injured. 

Reinforcements of police have been sent to the pils in Lane rk- 
shire and the Lothians in response to urgent recqnests for help. 

Tho el-ctric power station at Lochgelly, Fifs. tas heen cut of 
and the wat sr supply in a nuinber of Fifo villages las failed owing 
‘to the stopp ige of pumps in the mines. ' 

All volunteers have been compelled to withdraw froni the East 
Fife collieries, whilst intimidation of pumpmen threatens the 
Glamorgan, Cambrian and naval collieries in Wales with disaster. 


Miners’ Manifesto. 
: Lonnon, April 5 
Half v.snitlion nambers of thirty-five Unions were represented 
ata Dolegsic Cunference of the Transport Workers’ Federation at 
Westminster to-day, presided over by Mr. Gosling, to consider action 
in the coal crisis. ; 
The delogates on assembling were handed a “rank and file” 
menifesto from the minors declaring, jiter alias" You are faced 
to-day with the greatest crisis in the history of the British working 
classes.’ A million miners have been locked out by the mineowners, 
aided and abetted by the Government. It will be your turn next. 
Every sailor, fireman, steward and cook is faced with a reduction of 
oinety shillings monthly.» Not even Lord Shaw's dockers’ award is 
sacred. We miners look for definite and decisive action now, for 
sooner or later you will be compelled to act in self-defence. Why 
not join your comrades of the mines and meet. the frontal attack of 
capitalists by mass action of the workers? The lock-out of the 
rainers is the first battle. Your place is in the firing line.” 
The Conferonce adjourned until tomorrow, without coming to 
any decision. . 
: Opposition to Drastic Action. ;

F London, April 5. 

The country is oagerly awaiting to-night's dabate in the House 
of Commons, in the hope t'sat suggestions with a view to peace will 
emerge therefrom. There is growing opinion in support of the pro- 
posal that an extended period of State control of the mines will prove 
away out, Lord Derby, addressing the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerco to-day, urged that State coatrot be continued for another 
month. Bae ae i : 

There is no development of the reported opening of informal 
peace negotidtions between the Government and the miners’ leaders. 
The attitude of the latter ond the Triple Alliance is criticised not 
merely by Mr. Bromley but by Mr. Havelock Wilson, who caused.a 
sensation at the Transport Workors Conference, which was private. 


by a speech denouncing the miners’ demand for a subsidy and| 


declaring thai the seamen were not making. any fuss about the 
reductions with which they were threatened and had not asked the 
Triple Alliance for help. The speech was received with expressions 
of disapproval from many delegates, but it made a considerable im- 
pression, The representatives of the stevedores at the Conference 
notably opposed strike action. : 

Debate in Parliament. 

; : : Later. 

The coal debate in the House of Commons was opened by Mr. 

Chamberlain moving 1 humble address to His Majesty thanking him 
. for his gracious messaze that he had declared the existence ofa 
state of emergency. : 

Commander Kenworthy and a few Labourites wanted to chall- 
enge-a division on this point, but the motion was passed without 
debate and without a division. 

Sir Robert Horne, speaking to the motion as regards emergency 
powers, emphasised the seriousness of the coal stoppage, which had 
extinguished that firat flicker of reviving trade. Nobody. could say 
when the flicker would be relighted. . 

There were shouts of dissent from the Labourites and counter- 
cheers from the Ministerialists when Sir Robert Horne continued 

_asserting that the last coal strike robbed us of many markets and 
dwelt on the American coal invasion of Europe, which: the present 
crisis threatened to aggravate. : : 

; ; STRIKE OR LOCK-OUT ? : 

Sir Robert Horne fervently hoped that the discussion would be 
calm and thus create a epirit conducive to a settlement. The fact 
was that the slump in coal prices falsified the anticipations of six 
months ago, and the situatjon must.be met. Dealing with Labour 
interruptions tothe effect that it was a lock-out and not a atrike, 
Sir"Roburt Horne pointed out that notices posted in the South York- 
shire and other pits showed ah increase, not a decrease, in wages 
{Ministerial.cheers.) Sir Robert Horne esked it the Labourites con- 
tended that the South Yorkshire miners were locked out.~(Labour 
cries of “Yes" and Ministerial laughter.) Sir Robert said he was con- 
tent to leave the matter there. He did not propose to discuss the 
fairness of the rates in particular districts, because the Miners’ 
Federation refused to discuss rates with the owners. 

. Bir Robert Horne said he met the miners’ representives last 
week and offered to help them as regards reconsideration of rates 

‘by the owndre, He.was immediately told that it was useless for 
him to see the owners, because the situation could only he solved by 

‘the Government granting a subsidy., Therefore the House would 
understand that thé present controversy was not about rates but 
whether. the country, should assist the coal trade witha auosidy 

hich might ruin into teps of millions in a single year, ‘Such o 
aubsidy was only payable by taxes, and the graatest taxpayers were 
tha great industries, which were already suffering the direst 
tribalation. Were they going to. tax these industries in order to 
ubsidive.an. industry whioh had better chances 7—(Labourite 
forruptions atid Ministerial counter-cheers.) .

AMERICA AND THE TREATY OF VERSAILLES. 


President Harding Sees No Resson For Changing’ Attitude. 


( Reuter's Service.) : 
ag ee -Washington, April 5. 
President’ Harding. inferviewed, .statéd that he was convinced 
that there was no practical way in which the Govern@ent could con- 
sider ratification of the Treaty of Versailles, but there was no need 
for precipitate action on the Knox resolution. There was'no reason 
for revoraing the position he adopted when he voted for the resolution. 
. A Complaint. oy Vad 
Paris, April 5. 
According 10 the chu de Paris, the United States has forward- 
ed a Note to Britain, Franco and Italy declining to be bound by the 
Treaty of Versailles or the decisions of the League of Nations, and 
complaining that the Allies have shared out the ex-German Colonies, 
inéluding the island of Yap, without consulting America. 


French opinion regards the Note as seeking to establish the: 


serious principle that America is not bound by anything concluded 
in Europe sinee the Armistice, 


“OVER OUR DEAD BODIES.” 


Continuing, Sir Robert Horne declared. that the only possible’ 


b sis of discussion now was on the wages systems of cach district. 
This remark was met by some Labourite cries of “Nevor” and 
“Over our dead bodies.” Sir Robert said he ‘hoped before many 
days to sce a change in the Labourite attitude on thia point. He 
consi lered the suggestion to extend Government control for a month 
impracticable and repudiated the suggestion that this was a first 
attack on wages, again quoting the casdé of South Yorkshire. He 


conchided by dwelling on the country’s diffizult industrial position, | 


saying every trade was suffering alike. He urged the miners to bear 
the difficulties like others and await more prosperous times. He 
hoped, the miners, profiting by the opportunities of reflection since 
the stoppage, were now readier to nogotiate than they were last week. 

Mr. Clynes ingnired why the date of control of coal was suddenly 
brought forward to Match 31st, when it was on the statute book that 
control would continue to August 31st. Nogotiations were progres- 
sing when suddenly something occurred breaking them down. The 
miners did not reject the possibility of a diminution of wages, but it 
New plans for the 
rescue of mining must be devised. ‘The owners’ proposals, apparently 
supported by the Government, would throw back the industry to 
pro-war conditions—(Labour cries of “ Worse"). He urged that 
control be continued for three months and reminded the Premier 
that it was he who first began to tell the workmen that they would 
be audacious if they united so asto be able to hold what they won by 
the war. é . ¥

MR. ASQUITH’S SPEECH. ‘ : 

Mr. Asquith said he was convinced that the miners had not 
embarked on this struggle from motives of mere passion, yet he 
almost: completely agreed with Sir Robert Horne’s remarks with 
regard to the cessation of control and the: financial and industrial 
impossibility of calling on the taxpayer to maintain the solvent in 
any particular industry by a subsidy. The root of the trouble lay in 
distinguishing between regulating wages on a national or district 
basis. He urged that a further exploration of these principles might 
prove that the differences were not unbridgeable, with the evolution 
of a-scheme involving a-gradual reduc‘ion of wages. Meanwhile 
preliminary to such discussion, the life of the mines must bo 
preserved. , 

Mr. J. H. Thomas said the. miners were being offered a wage 
equivalent to a pre-war 18)- weekly. Every decent employer should 
rebel against such a wage. He deplored the talk of a fight to- the 
finish and said at the moment the odds overwhelmingly favoured 
the dispute spreading, The wages offered the miners justified them 
in saying * We prefer to starve to death than to work to death,” 
and that view would be backed by organised labour. Mr. Thomas 
added »--"" We will support the workman in refusing a starvation 
wage. : ; . 

In course of the debate, the miners’ leader undertook to have 
all the pit ponies still down immediately brought up. 

, PREMIER'S REPLY. F ‘ 

Mr. | loyd George declared that there had heen & demand ‘for 
the decontrol of all industries and that the subsidising of any great 
industry was completely indefensible. Such a subsidy was specially 
indefensible having regard to the heavy taxation and the condition 
of the exchequer, and the continuation of control to August 31st 
would have meant a national loss of a hundred millions, a burden 
which nd Government would be justified in placing upon the over- 
burdened taxpayer in order to pay wages’ or pay mining profits. 
There was no reason to suppose that a month's extension of control 
would have avoided a stoppage. The Government was ready to 
enter into fresh . discussions, with a view to a settlement, 
on’ two conditions—firstly, it. could not récommend to Parlia- 
ment the maintenance of an industry ont .of general 
taxation’ secondly. it was. impossible to resumé _control. 
Outside these two limitations there was avery wide field for 
discussion. The Government would be willing ty, do anything 
possible to promote a good understanding between the owners. and 
the miners, but if there were such negotiations the Miners® 
Federation and the miners should give every: facility for assistance 
to prevent the pils belng destroyad during the discussions and also 
to saye any dumb animals remaining below. He hoped the miners” 
leaders and the owners ‘would meet immediately to consider a 
permanent settlement and. to prevant a repetition. of disputes 
so damaging and such a menace to the industry of the whole 
country. . ‘ . 7 : 

The debate was adjourned until to-morrow. 

NATIONAL CONVULSION ? 

Lord Curzon, introducing. a similar resolution in the House of 
Lords, said he trembled to anticipate what would be the verdict of 
the Triple Alliance. A desperate spirit was already manifesting 
itself in some parts of the country. He had just learned from 
Scotland that the damage in some of the pits would be appalling 
Unless the damage was arrested within twenty-four hours, they 
might he confronted by the end of the week with a crisis as grave ag 
any during the war. He pictured the development of national 
convulsion, disorder,.violence and acute lass warfare. No Govern- 
ment could yield to sucha menace. The foodstocks of the country 
wore ample. Steps were being taken to provide the necessary forces 
to maintain order, for the defence, of public buildings and for 
protection of the police, brave men who were endeavouring to save 
the mines, but the Government would take every opportunity 
towards conciliation. : ; : “. Py

Sinn Fein preparations for a 
‘widespread campaign of destruc- 
tion in Scotland and England 
wero roveoled in a. captured 
documentwhich was read in the 
House of Commons.

Tha Army was costing £1.500,000 
a month, and up to October the

£5,000,000. ; 

The note of optimism sounded 
bv the Prime Minister and the 
Chief Secretary was not war 
ranted by the facts. 

In 1919 there were 599 Sinn 
Fein’ outrages, while in 1920 
they had increased to ‘9171, and 
this was the yearin whieh the 
Primo Minister and the Chief 
Secretary dectared that things 
were getting better!

OPERATIONS IN SCOTLAND, 

‘Sir Hamar Greenwood continu- 
ed that Ireland showed ita un- 
exampled prosperity in -apite of 
the Sinn Fein conspiracy: to set 
up an independent Republic by a 
policy of intimidation and asass- 
ination. ‘This conspiracy was 
carried on by young men who 
formed a minority and who Were 
not of the business and industrial 
classes of Ireland. . 

Their operations were always 
destructive, and they had extend- 
ed and were extending to Eng- 
land and Scotland. 

He warned the House that the 
Sino Fein organisation were 
working in the hdpe of intimidat- 
ing the British people and the 
British Government by the 
revolver and the torch. In this 
hope, they were encouraged by 
the direct actionists of Labour 
and by some of the speeches of 
some Labour leaders, and, he 
thought, by the speeches of the 
hon. member for Paisley. 

He pointed ont that the police 
captured. on Saturday last uo 
document from a member of the 
Trish Republican Army which 
referred to a contribution of

It was also stated in the 
document that if a gasworks were 
blown up no dunbt lives would be 
lost, but the effect of throwing a 
town iu darkness should encour.

organised groups referred to. 

This, continued Sir Hamar 
Greauvood, is the most serious 
document that could be issued by 
any crobel organisation. These 
Feiners mean to do their best to 
carry itout. JT give them credit 
for thoir intention to do their 
worst, They have done some of 
these things already. They will 
do more.

“Despito the slump in trade,"

per week. . It is also noteworthy, 
however, that practically for the 
first time decreases were record- 
ed; 4.100 persons have reductions 
aggregating to £2,100, .

It may be well to summarise 
briefly a few of the current 
criticisms. [n- general, public 
opinion does not appear to 
be much alarmed ~ by the 
project, which is undoubtedly 
a revolutionary one in in- 
dustry. There is. a feeling 
however, so far scarcely voiced 
ja the “Press, that” the rigid 
j appli sation of so radical a mea- 
sure which gives to the operatives 
in-an industry a right to examine 
and contro! its workings such as 
no body of shareholders has 
ever dared to expect, © will 
not prove very practicable. 
There are immutable laws.of give 


capital and labour which cannot 
be very well set aside by a theore- 
tical scheme such as the new 
“ceentrol"is. The Bill may satisfy 
the vanity of the workers, but 
they will be first to perceive that 
the primal source of their well- 
being and security depends on 
the prosperity of the industry. 

The two workmen in each 
factory containing more than 
sixty hands appointed hy the 
General Commission of Control 
for the particular industry will 
have apparently to become a sort 
of guardian angel for the direc- 
tors of the concern, since the 
project gives them the Tight to 
examine the conduct of the 
business. To'do this they must 
be made acquainted with the cost 
of production, the cost of raw 
miterials, the profits earned, and, 
in fact, all the inner workings 
of the business. No method is 
established by the Bill for the 
precise working of the proletariat 
supervision in the factories, but 
it is not difficult to imagine that 
hands who wish to cause annoy- 
ance to their directors will have 
a dangerous weapon in their 
possession. As a matter to fact,

AVIATION NOTES. 

(By “ Metcorite”.) 
There is a proposal to enlist 
the aid-of Boy Soouts in the or- 
ganizations of landing grounda— 
e proposal which in the United 
States at least has received re- 
cognition from official quarters, a 
communique from the Chief 
of the Air Service having 
set out the lines on which 
co-operation could be depended 


upon through the existing chain 
of boy scouts organisations in 


}that country. Sufficient attention 


was paid to the value of educating 
the young people into a sense of 
sitizenship by the new means 
which incidentally will create a 
general interest in aviation and 
provide a new reserve force 
wherefrom to draw the recruiting 
power ofthecountry. The future 
aviation power of a country is in 
the hands of its young men, 
and they aro wise who 
forsee this eventuality and 
extend the ready. help which 
Boy Scouts have hitherto given 
in matters connected with landing 
facilities to a closer approach ‘in 
matters connected wi:h the opera. 
tion of the machines themselves. 
From the organizations of the 
landing grounds ‘to a deepor in- 
terest in aviation isa natural con- 
sequence, therefore it will create 
no surprise to learn that the 
model airway reported in this 
column previously os being in 
course of preparation in the Unit- 
ed States will be in great part 
organized by the Boy Scouts 
themselves under the technical 
supervision of the Air Service 
experts,

Reuter hasa recent cable an- 
nouncing the purchase by the 
United States Government of the 
airship “ Roma” which is be- 
lieved to be the world’s largest 
semi-rigid. The following techi- 
cial details of the airship, culled 
from the news-letter received 
last. week, -will be read 
with interest by airmen:— 
Of the semi-rigid Usuelli type, 
the “Roma” was sold to the 
United States Government: for 
approximately $200,000, it would 
cost at present to duplicate 
probably $1,250,000. Designed 
originally for commercial pur- 


poses, the “Roma” was built by}: 


the Italian Government for use 
during the war. The big airship 
was constructed under .the direc- 
tion of Signor Usuelli, whose 
name designates the type, and of 
the Engineers Prassone and No- 
bile and Colonel Crocco. The 
“Roma” has a capacity of 1,200,- 
000 cubic feet: is 410 feet long, 82 
feet wide, 88 feet 6 inches high, 
and has a cruising radius of 
3,500 miles at.full speed, or 800 
miles at cruising speed, Equipped 
with six 12 cylinder Ansaldo 
engines of 400 h.p. each, the 
“ Roma's” speed is estimated to 
be 80 m.p.h.; her gross lift about 
65,000 pounds, or 32.5 tons: her 
disposable or useful load, about 
38,000 pounds, or 19 tons, which is 
58% of the gross lift. The “Roma” 
has carrying capacity for 100 
passengers in addition. to the 
crew, The envelope has twelve 
divisions for the gas tanks and 
only six for the ballonet. A 
characteristic of this airship is 
that each of the ballonet divisions 
has its own manifold and two 
controllable exhaust valves. “In 
the bottom of the envelope and 
under it there. runs, from fore to 
aft,‘a rigid triangular girder with 
the apex down. This girder has 
a 12 degree side und the small 
parts are made out of steel 
pipe, having articulated couplings 
to avoid all stredses of secondary 
flexion and to assure that they 
will work in a4 satipfactory 
manner. The top of the envelope 
is bilunated, much after the fa- 
shion of the “ Astra Torres,” but 
of smaller proportions. Crossing 
the main beam, there ate three 
longitudinal fabric frameworks in 
which the supports are attached, 
to the couplings of the girder by 
means of patabolic ropes. In 
order to make rigid. the nose of 
the ship in flight, the fora 
part of the girder is shaped 
ina large braced: cupola, There 
are six 12 cylinder 400 bup.

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BIBLE SOCIETY. 


Annual Meeting of Local 
Auxiliary. 


The annual meeting of the 
Hongkong Auxiliary of the British 
and. Foreign Bible Sociefy was 
held at the Helena May Institute 
yesterday afternoon, when the 
Lord Bishop of Victoria presided. 
The proceedings were marked by 
interesting speeches from Miss 
Hughes, of Ning-po, Dr. Webb An- 
dergon, who has worked 
shan for the past 22 years, and 
Miss Dunk from Pakhoi. 

After the Rev. J. Kirk Macona- 
chie had led the meeting in prayer, 
the, President called upon: Dr. T. 
W. Pearce (Hon. Secretary) to 
preseiit his report. 

Dr. Pearce, commenting on the 
report, said that it was the first 
time the annual meeting of the 
auxiliary had been held in the 
Colony under-the presidency of 
the Bishop. It was their earnest 
wish that the Bible Society should 
put on strength and be able to do 
more than it had ever done before. 
He hoped that the President's 
term of office would be a fruitful 
one. Referring to the history of 
this Auxiliary in the past, he men, 
tioned the fact that it had been 
founded many years ago by Mrs. 
Burden and said that he knew of 
no better method of keeping her 
memory green than by maintain- 
ing the Auxiliary in the highest 
state of efficiency. Concluding, 
he appealed earnestly to all pre- 
sent to help the Society to carry 
on its great work. 

The Rey. H, E, Andergon, the 
Society’s Sub-Agent in Hongkong, 
who read the Treasurer’s report 
in the absence of the Honorary 
Treasurer, expressed special 
thanks to the Chinese churches 
for -the valuable services they 
had rendered to the Society. 

The Chairman moved that 
copies of the reports be forwarded 
to the Society’s agent in Shanghai 
and the headquarters in London. 

Miss Hughes, speaking of the 
Society’s work in Ningpo, said 
that it was probably very difficult 
for those in Hongkong to realise 
how few women in the heart of 
China were educated. It was 
found actually necessary to pay 
money to parents in order to in- 
duce them to send: their little 
girls to school. Ning-po ‘had a 
population of roughly 3,000,000, 
and practically ail the women 
except the girls were uneducated. 


A Good Time Coming. 

As an example of the power of 
the bible, Miss Hughes related a 
stery of a Chinese woman. who 
became converted and ay a proof 
of her sincerity brought a great 
many idolatrous papers—which 
had been given to her by Buddist 
monks—to be burnt. One of these 
«© i F 
papers promised her a -millfon 
dollars in the next world. 

After the reports had been 
adopted and. those present had 
sung the hymn “Lord, Thy word 
abideth,” Dr. Webb Anderson pro- 
posed the re-election of Dr, Pearce 
as Honorary Secretary, Mr. T. 
Arnot as Treasurer, and that the 
Committee be formed of the 
iadies and gentlemen whose names 
were in the report, with power to 
add to their number. 


The Society's Heritage. 

Proceeding, he said that the 
Society was aucient, but one al-

Signal Hillis dropped daily at 10 
a.m, and 4 p.m., except on Satur- 
days when it is dropped at 10 
a.m. and 1 p.m., and on Sundays 
and Holidays when itis dropped 
at 10 a.m. only. 

.The ball is hoisted half mast at 
the 55th minute and full mast at 
the 57th ‘minute. Should the ball 
fail to drop at the correct time, it 
will be lowered at five minutes 
past the hour and the ordinary 
routine repeated at the following 
hour, if possible.
